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EMINENT SIRS AND SIR KNIGHTS: 


As we draw near the vacation period I am reminded that this will be my last opportun- 
ity to address you before the end of our Commandery statistical year which ends 

June 30th, so with this issue of THE TEMPLAR before vacation, may I request each of 
you to make every effort to carry out our slogan = "Knight Every Petitioner" = before 
your Commandery closes for the summer periods 


June also is the anniversary of the Battle of Bunker Hill, when the third man to 
receive the Orders of Knighthood in this country gave his life for Liberty and Free- 
dom = Major General Joseph Warren, He was born in Roxbury in 1741; he was educated 
in the schools of Boston and Harvard College in Medicine, and began practice in 
Boston in 1763, He was an ardent leader in the Revolution, : 


His Masonic record is as follows: he was made 2 Mason in St, Andrews Lodge of Boston; 
he received his first degree on September 10, 1761; second degree on November 2,1761; 
he was made a Master Mason on November 28, 1765; he was elected Master in 1769; he 
was made a Templar in St. Andrews Royal Arch Lodge (now St. Andrews Royal Arch Chap- 
ter) May 14, 1770; in December 1769 he received a commission from the Grand Lodge 

of Scotland, making him Grand Master of Masons in Boston and one hundred miles around? 
on March 7, 1772, he received another’ commission making him Grand Master of Masons 
for the Continent of America. 


His military record shows that he was appointed a Major General; his headquarters 
were established in Cambridge where he and his staff were trying to drili end equip 

a citizens' army to fight the British trained soldiers, On the evening of the 16th 
of June, a little before sunset, 1200 troops under the Veteran Prescott were issued 
blankets and provisions for 24 hours, the Privates not even knowing their destination. 
At 9 o'clock they started their march to Charlestown where they were joined by the 
Veteran General Putnam, Under cover of darkness they started to dig their entrench» 
ments and prepare defenses for the seige on the morrowe During the battle, when the 
order to retreat was sounded, Warren stood his post, even after the British had ene 
tered his entrenchment. A British officer recognized him, called on him to surrender 
in order to save his life, As he turned to see who had spoken to him a bullet struck 
him in the forehead, and he died instantly, 


In times buried, Warren exceeded our Grand Master Hiram (who was thrice buried), 
Warren was buried four times: first on June 17, 1775 on the field of battles second 
immediately after the evacuation of Boston his Masonic brothers went in search of 
the body of their Grand Master. On April 6, 1776 they found the body buried in a 
shallow grave on the brow of the hill and near the head of the grave waa an acacia 
tree; the body upon removal was identified by his teeth and other distinguishing 
marks; his body was borne’ to the State House, Boston. On April 8th an oration was 
delivered by Perez Morton, Grand Marshal of the Grand Lodge; the body was buricd in 
the Minot tomb in the Granary Burying Ground, In 1825, the body was remov2a to the 
Warren Tomb, under St. Paul's Church; on August 3, 1855 it was removed to Torost 
Hills Cemetery, the final resting place, 
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Although General Warren was termed a Revolutionist, he was fighting for the princi pies 
upon which our Order was founded: Freedom, Liberty, Justice and the Christian Religicn 
Today, as never before, the United States has need of Templary. The gospel which is 
based on Templary is the country's anchor to windward. The Sir Knights who work at 
their jobs as Knights Templar, as citizens of the Republic, as followers of the Christ- 
jan Religion, and as firm behievers in the Supreme Being, are daily making a contrib- 
ution to an assurance that our American edifice shall stande 


fo all Sir Knights of this Grand Jurisdiotione=may you have a very happy and restful 


vacation period and return in the Fall refreshed and ready to carry one

Our quota is 930 a year, or 
2,790 over the Triennium, oo, This provides an incentive for each Grand Commander 
and each Commander to make the year in which he serves as the chief executive of his 
organization one of revitalization and progress. It also provides the opportunity 
to still meet the suggested quota for the entire Triennium even though in any one 
year conditions in a particular locality might prevent the reaching of the goal for 
that year, se. Look at the quota for your Grand Commandery, Encourage the Sir 
Knights in your own constituent Commandery to meet or exceed their part of the quota. 
The quotas are based on accessions (all who have had the Illustrious Order of the 
Red Cross conferred upon them = all who have been re-instated into membership = ali 
who have demitted into your Commandery). The quotas represent the average of acoese 
sions in our jurisdiction during the previous six years, PLUS ten per cente They 
ARE attainable} To do so, however, means that in many instances we must work with 
open minds, Whenever we see or hear of something that has been successfully tried 
in some other Commandery or Grand Commandery, we should examine it and perhaps try 
the same thing in our own groupe
